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1 . VIETNAMESE SIDE PROVIDED LIST OF TWENTY ADDITIONAL 
CASES DURING JUNE 2 MEETING, WHICH PHAN HIEN SAID 
RESULTED FROM INTENSIFIED MIA EFFORTS SINCE THE 
WOODCOCK COMMISSION VISIT AND THE MAY 3-4 PARIS 
MEETINGS. HE SAID THE RESPECTIVE MIA OFFICES IN THE 

US AND SRV HEADED BY FRANK SIEVERTS AND VU HOANG 
WOULD WORK TOGETHER TO CONFIRM DETAILS ON THIS 
INFORMATION AND TO ARRANGE THE RETURN OF REMAINS. 

2. AS DISCUSSED IN EARLIER EXCHANGES. VIETNAMESE 
AGREED NOT TO RELEASE NAMES PUBLICLY UNTIL IDENTIFI- 
CATIONS HAVE BEEN CONFIRMED BY THE US CENTRAL 
IDENTIFICATION LABORATORY IN HONOLULU FOLLOWING THE 
RETURN OF REMAINS. FACT OF LIST WAS ANNOUNCED BY 
PHAN HIEN AT PRESS CONFERENCE OUTSIDE US EMBASSY 
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FOLLOWING JUNE 3 MEETING. WITH HOLBROOKE THEN EXPRESS- 
ING USG APPRECIATION FOR THIS POSITIVE SRV ACTION. 

3. IN ADDITION TO VIETNAMESE UNDERTAKING TO PROTECT 
IDENTITIES, WE CONSIDER IT ESPECIALLY NOTEWORTHY 
THAT LIST FOR FIRST TIME INCLUDES "UNIDENTIFIED" 

CASES, WHICH WOODCOCK COMMISSION SPECIFICALLY ASKED 
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BE DONE. 

4. PHAN HIEN TOOK PERSONAL CREDIT FOR INTENSIFIED 
EFFORTS WHICH LED TO NEW LIST, SAYING HE HAD 
"MOBILIZED" VU HOANG AND HIS COLLEAGUES TO STEP UP 
THEIR SEARCH ACTIVITIES. HE EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT 
US REJECTION OF VIETNAM AID PROPOSALS WOULD "POUR 
COLD WATER" ON THE ENTHUSIASM OF THE SEARCH TEAMS, 
ALTHOUGH HE MADE CLEAR THAT EFFORTS AND RETURN OF

5. SIEVERTS AND VU HOANG HAD SEPARATE MEETINGS BOTH 
DAYS TO CONFIRM DETAILS OF LIST AND DISCUSS ARRANGE- 
MENTS FOR RETURN OF REMAINS. IN RESPONSE TO HOANG'S 
REQUEST, SIEVERTS OBTAINED VERIFICATION FROM DEFENSE 
DEPT. OF NAMES AND DATA ON THE NEW LIST, WHICH 

HE GAVE TO HOANG ON SECOND DAY. HOANG NOTED THAT 
SEVERAL NAMES ARE AMONG THOSE ASKED ABOUT IN RECENT 
EXCHANGES. WHICH HE SUGGESTED CONTINUE. SIEVERTS 
PROVIDED ADDITIONAL TWELVE CASES WITH MAPS AND DETAILS 
FOR THIS PURPOSE AND PROMISED TO SEND MORE SOON. 

6. HOLBROOKE REPEATED INVITATION FOR VU HOANG AND 
OTHER MIA SPECIALISTS TO VISIT JCRC/CIL IN HONOLULU. 
ALTHOUGH PHAN HIEN MADE NO DIRECT RESPONSE. VU 
HOANG TOLD SIEVERTS THIS MIGHT BE ARRANGED IN CONJUNC-

SAID HE WOULD INFORM US WHEN THE REMAINS WERE READY

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7. THE FIVE CASES LISTED AS "UNIDENTIFIED" INCLUDE 
PRESUMED DATES OF DEATH AND PLACES WHERE REMAINS 
WERE RECOVERED. BASED ON THE INFORMATION WE PRE- 
VIOUSLY PROVIDED, VIETNAMESE BELIEVE CASE 2 IS PRO- 
BABLY WINBROW, NUTTER JAMES III, AND CASE 7 IS 
PROBABLY HARTNEY, JAMES CUTHBERT. VU HOANG SAID 
ONLY ABOUT FIVE OR SIX OF THESE REMAINS HAVE ACTUALLY 
BEEN RECOVERED, AND THAT BEFORE STARTING EXHUMATION
